Ricks,  Walker  grab  awards 


Durr  Walker,  Jr.  and  Mrs.  Jean 
L.  Ricks  were  chosen  Outstanding 
Instructors  of  the  Year  on 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College's 
Wesson  campus. 

Both  were  presented  plaques 
and  a  $250  grant  each  by  the 
Copiah-Lincoln  Alumni  Association 
during  the  alumni  banquet. 

Eight  were  nominated  for  the 
honor,  according  to  Burlian 
Walker,  director  of  public  informa- 
tion and  alumni  affairs.  A  special 
committee  appointed  by  the 
association  selects  the  two 
outstanding  instructors,  one  aca- 
demic and  one  vocational-tech- 
nical. 

This  is  the  second  year  for  the 
awards,  with  Dr.  Phyllis  Hayes  and 
Mrs.  Lucile  Horton  as  winners  in 
1980.

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Berryhill    cited  for 
heroism 

That  Thursday  was  like  most  any 
other  December  morning  at  the 
ranch.  It  was  a  work  day.  In  the  early 
morning  stillness  of  Claiborne 
County,  a  light  rain  kept  the  morning 
cool  and  damp. 

A  ranch  foreman  and  shop 
mechanic  were  talking  with  a  woman 
who  had  stopped  by;  a  school  bus 
drove  past  as  it  did  every  weekday 
morning.  When  the  woman  left,  the 
foreman  and  mechanic  turned  their 
attention  to  work  to  be  done  on  a 
truck  parked  nearby. 

An  unusual  noise  from  a  creek 
about  a  quarter  mile  away  caused  the 
ranch  manager  to  say,  "sounded  like 
something  hit  a  steer  .  .  .  think  I'll 
run  down  there  and  have  a  look." 

In  his  pickup,  58-year-old  Dick 
Green  rapidly  approached  a  single 
strand  creek  bridge.  He  saw  smoke 
rising  and  then,  the  school  bus  which 
had  just  passed  by,  "kinda  laying 
over  on  its  side,  on  fire." 

He  picked  up  the  radio  mike  and 
called  his  partner,  32-year-old 
George  Berryhill,  a  1971  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Junior  College  graduate,  of 
Rt.  1,  Smithdale. 

"Call  the  sheriff's  office  and  get 
some  help  down  here  fast,"  Green 
shouted,  "the  bus  has  wrecked  and 
is  burning." 

"I  could  see  little  heads  popping 
up  and  down,"  Green  recalls. 

Berryhill  arrived  with  fire  extin- 
guishers and  knocked  back  the 
flames  which  were  increasing  in 
intensity  and  smashed  open  a 
window  at  the  back  of  the  bus.  He 
reached  deep  inside  and  pulled 
several  children  out,  throwing  one 
into  the  creek  to  douse  the  flames  of 
its  clothing. 

Neither  men  could  see  any  more 
children. 

Green  and  Berryhill  tended  the 
victims,  tried  to  calm  the  children, 
saving  at  least  25  lives. 

Green  and  Berryhill  were  honored 
recently  by  Governor  William  F. 
Winter  on  behalf  of  all  M ississippi- 
ans  when  he  bestowed  on  the  two 
men  the  Governor's  Award  for 
Heroism. 

"I  wish  we  could  have  saved  them 
all,"  Green  said,  talking  about  the 
December  17  accident. 

Five  people  died.  Twenty-seven, 
including  25  preschoolers,  survived.
